' REMARKS 

Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration of the present application in view of 
the foregoing amendments and in view of the reasons that follow. 

Claims 6, 11, 14, and 20 are currently being amended. 

After amending the claims as set forth above, Claims 6-25 are now pending in this 
application. 

Rejections under 35 USC § 112 

The only rejections made to the claims in the Office Action was under § 1 12, first 
paragraph as not supported by the written description. In particular, Claims 6, 11, 14, and 20 
were rejected in paragraph 2 of the Office Action for the use of the term "wax particles ." The 
word "particles" has been removed from these claims. "Finely dispersed liquid wax" is 
supported in the specification at at least paragraph 39. 

Claims 11, 14, and 20 were rejected in paragraph 3 of the specification for reciting an 
SFI-40 of about 1-15 wt.%. These claims have been amended to recite an SFI-40 of about 2- 
15 wt.%. This amendment is supported at at least paragraphs 12 and 32 of the specification. 

Conclusion 

Applicant believes that the present application is now in condition for allowance. 
Favorable reconsideration of the application as amended is respectfully requested.
